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U.S. JURY INDICTS 
FOUR OFFICERS OF 
PIPE LINE FIRM

CHICAGO, March 24.—lrank P. 
Parish, president of the Missouri- 
Kansas Pipe Line Co., and three 
other officers were indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury today on 
charges of using the 
scheme to defraud. 

The others charged with fraud 
in connection with the sale of stock 
in the company were S. J. Maddin, 
Ralph Crandall, a Chicago attorney, 
and James F. McMahon, vice pres- 
ident. : 

The pipe line company, once 
rated as a $55,000,000 concern, 
went into the hands of receivers in 
Delaware last week along with two 
of its subsidiaries, Frank P. Parish 
& Co. and the Kentucky Natural 
Gas Co. of Owensboro. 

The indictments contained 49 
counts and were said to have been 
the result of several months’ in- 
vestigation by Postoffice inspectors. 

It was charged that in the sale of 
stock officers of the pipe line corn- 
pany made many representations to 
the public that the E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours Co. and its subsidiaries 
were heavily interested in Missouri- 
Kansas stock. Although Francis 1. 
du Pont owned approximately 3000 
shares of the stock, it was related 
that the du Pont company repeat- 
edly objected to this representation. 

The indictment charged’ that 
stock dividends were declared peri- 
odicalty, although the earnings 
were insufficient to justify them. 
The defendants were also alleged 
to have manipulated the market so 
that Missouri-Kansas stock sold far 
above its trug value.

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GEORGE V REVIVES 
ANCIENT CUSTOM 
OF MAUNDY PENCE 


For First Time in 200 Years 
King of England Himself 
Distributes Alms. 


By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, March 24.—For the 
first time in more than 200 years 
the King of England today distrib- 
uted in person the traditional royal 
Maundy (Holy Thursday) pence to 
the poor at Westminster Abbey. 
James I], King from 1685 to 1688, 
was the last to perform this office. 

Queen Mary accompanied the 
King. Alms were given to 67 men 
and 67 women, the number being 
that of the King’s age. 

The King and Queen took seats 
in the Sacrarium within the altar 
rails. There followed a procession 
of ecclesiastical and other dignita- 
ries headed by the Dean of Wells, 
who, as Lord High Almoner, wore 
the symbolic towel. The Marquis 
of Salistfury, Lord High Steward, 
and Lord Lewisham, High Bailiff 
of Westminster, were in the proces- 
sion. These officials attend abbey 
services only when the King is 
present. 

To each recipient of the Maundy 
money the King first handed a little 
red pouch containing 50 shillings 
in place of the provisions which 
originally were distributed, then 
handed each a white pouch con- 
taining the Maundy money. This 
was in special coins of denomina- 
tions from one pence to’four pence. 

The recipients were poor people 
drawn from all.parts of England. 
The. money distributed amounted to 
about $10 each in lieu of provisions, 
and then 67 pence—about $1.10 
—which is the actual Maundy 
money, but is worth considerably 
more than its face value when, as 
it generally is, it is sold to col- 
lectors. ,

Debt Service in Budget— 
Senator Will Lose Person- 
ally, if Plan Is Adopted.

WASHINGTON, March 24.— 
Senator Couzens of Michigan, one 
of the largest individual holders of 
municipal securities in the United 
States, announced today that he 
had advised Mayor Murphy of De- 
troit that if he were Mayor under 
existing condition he would not 
try to cover Detroit’s debt service 
in the municipal budget. Couzens 
proposed that Detroit should re- 
strict its expenditures during the 
coming jear to its tax collections 
and that the city should issue re- 
funding bonds at lowered rates to 
redeem securities falling due. These 
new bonds, he said, should include 
the interest! on the refunded secur- 


“Call this default if you cnoose,”’ 
Couzens said, “but if Detort is good 
for its debts, then my proposal in- 
volves no more than what many a 
business man, many an individual 
does, when he signs a new note 
continuing his obligations.”’ 

The Michigan Senator's | state- 
ment is significant becat'se the 
great bulk of his fortune is invest- 
ed in city and other governmental 
bonds. He is said to hold several 
million dollars’ worth of Detroit 
city bonds and if this proposal is 
adopted, he would be a great loser 
in cash dividends. 

Couzens, in explaining his pro- 
posal, said: “If the increased value 
of the dollar is a sound argument 
for reducing wages and _ salaries, 
then it is an equally sound argu- 
ment for reducing interest rates.” 

The Couzens proposal was sent 'o 
Mayor Murphy through John L. 
Lovett, executive secretary of the 
Michigan Manufacturing Associa- 
tion. Through Lovett, Couzens told 
the Mayor that the city’s budget 
should be kept ‘to $50,000,000—a 

sum that would not take care of 
all the city’s debt service. 

“the question of Detroit’s de- 
faulting on its obligations came 
up,” Couzens said, referring to his 
conversation with Lovett, “and we 
discussed how much this would af- 
fect Detroit’s credit. If Detroit, as 
in the case of an individual, does 
not desire to borrow. then its credit 
is not material. + I would not, if 
Mayor, borrow any more money, 
and I believe that policy could be 
carried through if it were urder- 
stood that during these exceedingly 
difficult times all Detroit could do 
would be to refund the principal 
and such interest as it could not 
pay until such time as conditions 
improve. 

“This may involve a pew policy, 
but I have reached the conclusion 
that Detrott has gone its limit in 
endeavoring to protect its credit: 
that policemen, firemen and teach- 
ers should not bé laid off; that the 
necessary activities of the city 
should be maintained and that ade- 
quate funds should be provided for 
the care of the-eneedy in preference 
to paying out of the limited taxes 
all of Detroit’s indebtedness and in- 
terest charges that may mature 
during the coming year..>.. _ 

“Detroit, if it continues a policy 
of this kind, should not have to 
borrow for many years, and in thut 
event Detroit's credit could not be 
said to have been materially in- 
jured, or at least, not pecmneenn?

Supreme Bench Passes on Appeals 
of Negroes Convicted of At- 
tacking White Girls.

—Death sentences for seven of the 
eight Negroes convicted at Scotts- 
boro, Ala., a year ago of assaulting 
two white girls were affirmed to- 
day by the Alabama Supreme Court. 
The death sentence for the eighth 


Negro was reserved and a new trial 
was ordered. 

The Supreme Court fixed Friday,| 
May 13, as the date of execution of 
the sevéf prisofiets.

BEFORE REJECTION 


Crisp Hints Committee May 
Study Program of Excise 
Taxes, and Increase in 
First-Class Postage—Dis- 
pute on Estate Yield.

WASHINGTON, March 
The House rejected the proposed 
sales tax this afternoon by the 


astonishing vote of 223 to 153. 
The ballot came on a motion by 
Representative Doughton, North 
Carolina Democrat, to strike the 
sales tax provision from the new 
billion-dollar revenue bill. 

Riding the crest of the rebel- 
lious wave which engulfed lead- 
ers of both parties last week, the 
rank and file of the House sailed 
to victory by a margin which the 
most sanguine of their number 
failed to anticipate. The vote was 
by tellers instead of roll call; 
hence it # impossible to state how 
individual members voted, but it 
was evident that the minority 
supporting the tax was comprised 
mainly of old guard Republicans 
and Tammany Democrats.

“DISTRICTING CASE 


Attorneys Argue Appeal 
From Decision Upholding 
Governor’s Reapportion- 
ment Veto. 


ISSUE IS ON POWER 
OF LEGISLATURE 


Attorney-General Shartel 
Represents State — New 
York Also Presents Sim- 
ilar Proceeding.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—New 


York and Missouri today brought 
their veapportionment disputes to 


the Supreme Court, where Minne-| ; 


sota recently presented its contro- 
versy. 

In New York and Missouri the 
State courts held redistricting must 
be accomplished by acts submitted 
by the Legislature to the Governor 
for approval. In Minnesota the 
contrary was held, the State courts 
there declaring the Legislature 
could redistrict without submitting 
the matter to the Governor. 

In Minnesota and Missouri the 
_ reapportionment acts of the Legis- 
lature were submitted to the Gov- 
ernors and vetoed. In New York 
the Legislature passed a resolution 
which did not go to the Governor. 

Under the last census New York 
will be entitled to elect in Novem- 
ber 45 Representatives, a gain of 
two. Should the State courts be 
sustained by the Supreme Court, 
the additional two must be elected 
at large. 

In Missouri the representation is 
reduced from 16 to 13, and @hould 
the State courts there be sustained, 
all of the 13 must be elected at 
large. 

Justice Cardozo did not partici- 
pate in the cases, being disqualified 
because as Chief Judge of New 
York’s highest court he had ruled 
that such matters must go to the 
Governor. 

The New York and Missouri cases 
were argued separately and occu- 
pied the entire session of the court. 

Abraham 8. Gilbert and former 
Representative Benjamin L. Fair- 
child appeared as counsel for Sam- 
uel S. Koenig and others contend- 
ing Gov. Roosevelt’s approval was 
not necessary to make valid the 
reapportionment resolution, while 
Robert T. Wagner and Henry Ep- 
stein argued for the State officials, 
who refused to give effect to the 
resolution. 

In the Missourj case, FE. F. Col]- 
laday and Hyman G, Stein argued 
as counse!] for John J. Carroll of 
St. Loui# tion was 
denied as a Democratic candidate 
for Congress under the reappor- 
tionment resolution, which had been 
vetoed by the Governor. Secretary 
of State Becker was represented 
by Attorney-General Shartel. 

As in the Minnesota case, the 
controversies: presented by New 
York and Missouri narrowed to a 
construction of the meaning; of the 
word “Legislature,’’ as used in the 
law which provides that electing 
Representatives in Congress shall 
be-regulated by the ‘Legislatures’ 
of the different states. 

Those contending the New ‘York 
and Missouri reapportionments were 
valid insisted the word ‘Legisla- 
ture’ should. be strictly construed 
and be given the same meaning in 
all of the 11 places it appears in 
the Constitution. They pointed out 
that in provjding for the election 
of Senators by the Legislature, be- 
fore the recent amendment, the 
word Legislature was defined to 
mean the two houses, nobody sug- 
xesting, counsel declared, that the 
Governor had any voice, 

Those insisting that redistricting 
must be submitted to the Governor 
for his approval, took the position 
that the prescribing of boundaries 
of districts for Representatives was 
a law-making function requiring 
submission to the Governor like 
all other acts of the Legislature. ° 

They protested that political 
groups in control of Legislatures 
when reapportionment jis made 
should not be permitted to domi- 

nate. 

The New York case was tempo- 
rarily laid aside and oral argument 
in the Missouri case was opened 
by Stein. He supported the argu- 
ment of Gilbert and Fairchild that 
the word “legislature,” as used in 
the Federal Constitution, meant the 
two houses of the Legislature, act- 
ing in their representative and not 
in their law-making capacity. He 
said it was the intention of the 
framers of the Constitution to im- 

« pose on the two houses of the Leg- 
isiature as the representatives of 
the people, free of interference of 
all kind from the Governor, the au- 
thority to determine the time, 
place and manner of electing Rep- 
resentatives in Congress. 


Pointing out that, at the time 
the Constitution was adopted, only 
three States, Massachusetts, New 
York and New Hampshire, provid- 
ed for vetoing acts of the Legis- 
lature, Stein concluded that when 
the Constitution referred to Legis- 
latures it did not include the Gov- 
ernor. 

Considerable argument developed 
over the interpretation to be placed 
on the word “manner” as used in 
the fourth section of Article 1 of 
the Constitution, members of the 
court suggesting that if it were 
construed to cover election machin- 
ery the section must be interpret- 
ed as contemplating the making of 
Jaws, which could only be done by 
an act of the Legislature, submit- 
ted to the Governor for his ap- 
proval or disapproval.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 24.— 
Franklin D. Koosevelt’s overwhelm- 
ing lead in yesterday's Democratic 
presidential preference primary in 
Georgia went higher today as ad- 
ditional returns gave the New York 
Governor an impressive majority 
in 156 counties of the 159 in the 
State reporting. 

The last remaining county in the 
doubtful list, in which Judge G. H. 
Howard of Atlantg held a slight 
lead in returns ¢arly last night, 
swung definitely into the Roosevelt 
column today. Howard, who cam- 
paigned in behalf of Speaker John 
N. Garner, got 82 votes in today’s 
returns to 117 for Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt leaders said there was 
no question but the remaintng 
three counties would go over- 
whelmingly for theeNew Yorker, 
thus assuring him an unanimous 
vote in the State Democratic con- 
vention here April 6, when Geor- 
gia’s 28 delegates to the National 
Democratic convention will be in- 
structed to support Roosevelt. 

The popular vote for Roosevelt 
was 65,615 and 6968 for Howard, 
about 8 to 1. Every county in the 
State, and all of the 410 unit votes 
in the State convention apparently 
were red for Roosevelt. 

The farm Springs precinct of 
Meriwether County, where the Gov- 
ernor founded the Warm Springs 
foundation for treatment of per- 
sons suffering from after-effects of 
infantile paralysis, gave “The 
Chief,” as he is known there, 218 
votes to one for Howard. 

Georgia was the first Southern 


‘;} State to hold a preference primary. 


The State nominates its Democratic 
candidates on an unusual unit sys- 
ten’. Each of the 159 counties has 
twice as many votes in the State 
convention as it has representatives 
in the lower House of the State 
Legislature. Four counties with a 
total of eight unit votes did not 
hold elections, but the votes auto- 
matically go in the wi.aner’s col- 
umn. The winner names county 
delegates to the State convention, 
which selects representatives to the 
national convention. The State con- 
vention will meet here April 6 and 
will send Roosevelt delegates to 
the national convention in Chicago. 

Judge Howard, who promised to 
give his support to Garner at the 
convention, conducted a vigorous 
fight. L. Thomas (Pat) Gillen, 
who managed his campaign. 
pledged allegiance to Gov. Roose- 
velt if he should be nominated at 
Chicago. 

Gov. Roosevelt carried 
boxes unanimously.

At the outset of today’s session.

By the Associsted Press, 

WASHINGTON, March 24.-—Tes- 
timony to show the connection be- 
tween the Arkansas & M uri 
Power Co. and the Insull utilities 
group through the Inland and Com- 
monwealth Power and Light Cos.

conversation with W.-O. Troutt, 
editor of a Jonesboro newspaper, 
in-which you stated you would pay 
him a sum of money if he would 
support your campaign for the 
sale of the plant?” Healy asked. 

“I told him I thought I could 
get a handsome sum for him,” 
Watson replied, adding that tle 
property cwners would have paid 
for such support feeling it would 
be beneficial for their campaign if 
even one newspaper backed it. 

“The suggestion was then that 
he would be paid in return for the 
support of his paper?” Healy 
asked. 

Watson replied that the purpose 
of the offer was to replace the cx- 
pense of advertising which was be- 
ing used during the campaign. 

“Did he (Troutt) refuse?” Healy 
asked. 

“Yes, he refused,”” Watson re- 
plied.

The Future of Manchuria. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 
OW that the probabilities of imme- 
N diate peace are greater between 
China and Japan, the world looks on 
with interest to discover what formula 
will be utilized to provide a basis for 
the actual terms between the two Pow- 
ers. In view of the numerous problems 
that exist, especially in Manchuria, where 
Japan's interests as well as China's are 
more or less diametrically opposed, it is 
exceedingly doubtful whether any pres- 
ent mutual settlement would close that 
particular chapter of Sino-Japanese con- 
troversies for all time. 

Regardless of the questionable char- 
acter morally of Japan’s activities in 
Manchuria, and of the vacillating char- 
acter of China’s efforts to circumvent 
the former in that region, the Powers, 
so far as their attitude has been con- 
cerned, have been inclined to exercise 
popular dissent rather than active gov- 
ernmental protest. The tendency has 
been to follow the American attitude of 
protesting to any settlement in the Far 
East inimical to the “territorfal and 
adininistrative integrity of China” and 
to the “gqual opportunity for all na- 
tions” for trade and commerce with or 
in China. Of course, the sentiments are 
broad, but are too much inclined to be 
an expression “in principle” that has 
been constantly evaded by the Powers in 
their activities in ‘“‘fact’’ in the Orient. 


World pressure through public opinion 
could alone be the remedy prophesied 
by Parker Thomas Moon after the re- 
duction of British and American arma- 
ments in the Pacific by the Washington 
conference in 1922. But this pressure 
through public opinion is fruitless un- 


- 


.less it is backed with adequate sanction, 


namely, an aggressive policy on the part 
of the Powers, which, of course, is not 
likely for numerous other reasons. It 
is true that such expression together with 
other conditions has brought about a 
cessation of the recent hostilities, but 
it can also bé readily observed that Ja- 
pan has already gained at least her tac- 
tical objective at Shanghai, and that a 
puppet state in Manchuria is progress- 
ing along lines similar to that of the 
former absorption by Japan of Korea. 
For the Powers not to recognize such 
@ puppet state, while having a number 
of digtinet disadvantages for Japan, 
would not seriously affect her designs in 
that direction unless it were followed by 
more drastic measures. If the new Man- 
churian state is ultimately annexed by 
Japan, non-recognition of such an act 
would be worthless without non-recog- 
nition of Japan. There is considerable 
danger that the League Covenant, the 
Pact of Paris, together with the :Nine- 
Power Treaty, will continue their impo- 
tent roles if the problem is dealt with in 
@ manner too officiOusly based upon 
broad general agreements “in principle” 
rather than by an application of such 
principles in a specific grapple with the 
facts. The scheme of non-recognition. of 
treaty results between China and Japan 
will not alone settle the problem. Rus- 
sia seems to have prospered pretty well 
under non-recognition by the United 
States, and Turkey made some rather 
rapid strides in modern nationalism in 
the face of general opposition before 


1919. 
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In the case of Manchuria, Japan’s hold 
there, through her railway wand other 
economic and strategic interests, has, if 
anything, been extremely imperialistic 
and monopolistic. Non-recognition of 
the new Manchurian state weuld affect 
direct commercial relationships with for- 
eign Powers there, it is true, but indi- 
rect commerce would still be available 
through Japan so jong as the latter still 
is recognized. So long as the root and 
stem are not seriously affected, the 
branches and leavés have a chance to 
grow out again. 

It is natural that Japan should cling 
tenaciously to a ventyre that has cost 
so much in lives and wealth. The Rus- 
go-Japanese War ending in 1905 was the 
making of Japan as a great world Pow- 
er. It ig also natural that she shoyld 
be loath to give up an economic project 
that has been so profitable. England 
has done the same in the Sudan, the Bel- 
gians did so in the Congo, the Germans 
in Turkey, and a host of examples are 
evident in China as well as elsewhere. At 
least Japan has made Manchuria more 
livable by confining the Chinese reyolu- 
tien to south of the Great Wall. By her 
activities in Shantung after the World 
War, she caused a general migration to 
Manchuria of abused Chinese who found 
a new and less restrictive home there, 
and who brought much profit to the 
South Manchuria Railway and its feeders 
as the chief transportation medium for 
the movement. But perhaps this has, 
in the last analysis, worked against Ja- 
pen, Since 1927, China has sent her 
hundreds of thousands of people into 
Manchyria to Japan’s thousands, The 
Shanghal battle of recent daté Has prob- 
ebly stirred the Chinese “sleeping giant” 
that Napoleon referréd to, and if thé rest

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"THE CART BEFORE THE HORSE. - 


Nothing could better illustrate the muddled thought 
of our time than what Mr. Coolidge thinks is the mat- 
ter with us. : 

He disagrees with the tendency of Congress heavily 
to tax wealth when the Federal budget must be bal- 
anced, and he says we must pay more attention to 
“broadening the base of the tax structure and seeking 
sources of revenue which do not shrink so rapidly as 
large incomes.” 

'Mr. Coolidge says that no tax bill of any propor 
tions is.ever passed without considerable discussion 
of what can be done, not to raise money to pay the 
cost of government, but to use the taxing power to 
Msecure certain social reactions, Asserting that “al- 
most always there are attempts to impose taxes for 
the purpose of punishments and rewards,” he con- 
tinues: 

It is practically impossible for any enterprise 
to prosper without being of more value to a vast 
number of people than it can be to its owners. 
Yet as soon as the concern or individual becomes 
a success, we have a large body of opinion that 
wants the taxing power to be used to dispossess 
the successful and turn their property over to the 


failures. 
The trouble with all those proposals is very 


fundamental. They will not work. Giving an 

endowment to a failure never made it a success. , 

The way to pass prosperity aroynd is not to de- 

stroy it, but to encourage and increase it. 

Here we have set down succinctly the philosophy 
that has at last resulted in maldistribution of the na- 
tional wealth to such degree 2s to throw millions of 
people out of employment. It js this maldistribution 
of wealth, as pointed out in our article, “The Coun- 
try’s Plight—What Can Be Done About It?” that is 
the fundamental cause of our economic sickness. This 
diagnosis shows that the progress of the disease, 
the concentration of vast wealth in a few hands, has 
been greatly accelerated in the last 10 years by the 
machine. It said: 

The true function of the machine is to spread 
leisure, which is the highest expression of wealth, 
through the whole mass of society. From this 
use it has been increasingly perverted. Wealth 
has grown amazingly, and with it has grown the 
possibility of the “good life’—leisure with the 
means to enjoy it—for an ever-widening circle 
of workers. The measure by which we have 
fallen short of this ideal is the measure of the 
failure of capitalism as now organized. How far 
short we have fallen, the stark figures testify. 
The wealth created by the machine has gone, in 
appalling disproportion, to the owners of the 
machine. To the millions of manual workers 
displaced by the machine, it has given not leis- 
ure with the means to enjoy it, but the evil twin 
of leisure, -hich is idleness. The perversion of 
the machine from its proper use has brought 
about our present condition of unemployment. 
There is but one thing that government can do 

in an attempt to remedy the situation, that is to tax 
the machine and the profits of the machine for the 
benefit of society. Yet if we do this, Mr. Coolidge 
says we dre penalizing success. It is this philosophy 
that afflicts us. Let us say that Congress did what 
Mr. Coolidge thinks it should do. Let us say that 
it spared wealth and tried to balance the budget out 
of wages. His theory, of course, is that if wealth is 
spared it will put its capital into production. Grant- 
ing it did do so, what buying power other than wages 
can production resort to with its wares? And that 
buying power which now is being whittled down by 
unemployment and wage reduction, Mr. Coolidge 
would further reduce by taxation. 

Mr. Coolidge puts the cart before the horse. Rap- 
idly as some of the great fortunes have declined, their 
decline has not been comparable to that of the for- 
tunes of the unemployed. Admittedly, the tax bills 
new going through Congress afe in their nature so- 
cigl. But what called them forth? The debate in 
Congress showed that it was what was there charac- 
terized as the anti-social concentration of wealth— 
which reached its highest when Mr. Coolidge was in 
the White House—and the anti-social privileges con- 
ferred by the Hawley-Smoot tariff. 

The social ends of government take precedence over 
everything. It was to “promote the general welfare,” 
as the Constitution says among other things, that the 
Republic was founded. It was a mistake for us to let 
material ends take precedence over them, and right 
grievously are we paying for it. 
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IS FRANCE MILITARISTIC? 

Our distinguished and accomplished visitor, Paul 
Claudel, French Ambassador to the United States, 
undertook to correct certain misconceptions about his 
native land which he finds current over here. Among 
other ideas he denounced as false is that a militar- 
istic spirit is abroad in France. We are unaware of 
Mr. Claudel’s definition of militarism, but we should 
like to know how he would describe a nation which 
maintains the greatest war machine known in the 
history of the world. 


AMENDING THE ESTATE. TAX. 

The lines of the bi-partisan revolters in the House 
still hold in the fight over the revenve bill, and the 
conservative leadership of both major parties is more 
and more disregarded as the battle rages on. The 
vote increasing the estate tax on a gradyated scale 
up to a maximum of 45 per cent and reducing the ex- 
emption from $100,000 to $50,000, indicates, if more 
assurance were needed, that the people have cham- 
pions at coyrt who will not rest until a just tax bill 
is passed and put in effect. The coglition gathers 
strength as it goes along. The vote last week on in- 
creasing: thé income surtax .was 121 to 87: that of 
Tuesday raising the estate levy was 190 to 149. The 
advocates of increasing the latter rate might have 
rallied even more votes had it not been that many 
members harbored a misconception that the bill pro- 
vided for an increase to 65 per cent. 

The progress toward balancing the budget that this 
means may be seen from the figures on the several 
estate tax proposals. The administration's original 
plan, as promulgated by Mr. Mellon last December, 
was for an increase from a maximum of 20 to 25 
per cent, which would have produced from $11,000,000 
to $22,000,000 additional revenue annually. The Ways 
and Means Committee increased this to a maximum 
of 40 per cent, with a tentative total added revenue 
of $35,000,000 a year. The Ramseyer anjendment will 
produce, it is estimated, about $100,000,000 in the 
first full year, and, when fully operative, in two or 
three years, a revenye of $500,000,000 annually. Sec 
retary Mills, however, does not agree with this esti- 
mate. Present receipts from the estate tax are about 
$53,000,000 annually. 

From-every yiewpoint, economic, political and so- 
cial, enactment ef the hew estate tax provision will 
be a gain for the people, Its adyocates are no less

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PROHIBITION AND THE: BUDGET. 

The folly of probibition is thrown into high relief 
by the present financial stringency of the Govern- 
ment. New revenue in the sum of $1,100,000,000 
must be found to balance the budget, and we are 
estopped by a constitutional amendment from getting 
all, or nearly all, of it by excise taxes on liquor. 
Alone among the civilized nations of the world, the 
United States vainly pursues the will o’ the wisp that 
the drinking of alcoholic liquors can be suppressed. 
A veritable golden torrent, even in these depressed 
times, is flowing into the pockets of bootleggers, hi- 
jackers, racketeers, corrupt public officials and of 
foreigners who smuggle liquors to our shores. In the 
meantime, the Government is going into the red 
at the rate of $2,000,000 a day, and looks forward toa 
deficit exceeding two billion dollars at the end of the 
present fiscal year. 


patch Jan. 24, prohibition has cost the United 
States Government to date the enormous sum of 
$5,610,000,000. That is equal to one-third of our en- 
tire national debt. It includes enforcement costs, less 
fines and penalties, and the loss of revenye by remov- 
ing liquors from the orbit of taxation. It was 
shown that the present annual cost of prohibition 
is $532,815,574, representing net revenue loss and 
However, we used 1919 tax 
figures, which surely would have been greatly in- 
creased, and made no allowance for a population in- 
crease of 17,000,000. If liquor were restored in the 
15 states that were wet when the eighteenth amend- 
ment went into effect, plus the two states (Nevada 
and Montana) that have since repealed their state 
dry acts, the Association Against ProHibition Amend- 
ment estimates the Government would profit, at the 
old ane of taxation, over $900,000,000. 

If we look about us to see how other nations are 
grappling with the liquor problem, we find that they 
are all promoting temperance by heavy liqior taxes. 
The little country of Denmark, with a population of 
3,540,000, received $17,714,800 in liquor revenues for 
1929.. If its system of taxation were adopted by the 
United States, with our population of 120,000,000 plus, 
we would have new revenue of more than $600,000,- 
000. Denmark's experience is that the high liquor 
taxes are a potent inflyence -in promoting -temper- 
ance. It thus duplicates the experience of Great 
Britain, Germany and many other nations, and of 
Canadian provinces which have reversed the dry 
position taken during the war. The latter, of course, 
are paying a large part of their expenses from taxes 
on liquor sold to United States citizens. 

What a farce the whole thing is! We are in the 
position of a man who lies starving for bread in a 
room filled with gold. We are searching high and 
low for new sources of revenue, when the single 
most fruitful source lies untouched under our noses. 
We are caught, to use. Winston Churchill’s phrase, 
in the rat-trap rigidity of our Constitution, into 
which a misguided minority inserted an amendment 
based on the ridiculous premise that law can change 
human nature. In the meantime, the revolt against 
prohibition is rising to greater and greater heights, 
Unless we mistake the signs and portents, the people 
mean to have done with it. 
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It looks as if a red in Congress had become anyone 
with the hardihood to suggest that a good many 
people haven't a red cent left. 
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WHAT DR. KOCH DID. 

An obscure physician read a paper before the Ber- 
lin Physiological Society 50 years ago today and he 
thereby startled the world. The paper's title was “The 
Etiology of Tuberculosis.” What the physician, whose 
name was Robert Koch, announced was the isolation of 
the tubercyle bacillus. During the preceding winter, 
he had been at work with the bodies of tubercular 
animals, test tubes and cultures, seeking a parasite 
which “might possibly be interpreted as the cause of 
the disease.” Patient efforts to grow the unknown 
Seemed unavailing, and he was on the verge of giving 
up. Then, after a lapse of time, he noticed tiny 
white particles taking form in solidified blood serum. 
At length a sheet of these organisms had spread over 
the surface, The next step bore out the experiment- 
er’s conviction. Every animal inoculated with the 
bacilli was seized by tubercylosis. The obscure phy- 
sician had shown the dread disease was not a heredi- 
tary infection, and science was started on the road 
to its control. When Dr. Koch read his paper, tubercu- 
losis was a leading cayse of death. To every four 
persons who died of it in the United States then, but 
one dies today. A specific cure is still undiscovered, 
but, thanks to Dr. Koch, a freer, healthier mankind 
presses toward that goal. ' 
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If Congress keeps up the syspense much longer, the 
estate tax is going to be a -buster. 
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, GETTING OUT THE VOTES. 
President Hoover’s support has been enlisted by 
the United States Junior Chamber of Commerce in 


its. campaign to increase the number of voters taking’ 


part in the next presidential election. This effort is 
inspired by the reflection on American citizenship in 
the fact that only about half the country's eligible 
voters ordinarily take part in elections. Even after 
the hot campaign of 1928, when about 72,000,000 per- 
sons were eligible to vote, the ballots totaled only 
36,742,000, barely over half. 

The attitude of electors in other countries is much 
different. At the recent German presidential elec- 
tion, about 44,000,000 persons were eligible to vote, 
and 37,660,000, or 8b per cent, actually voted. In the 
parliamentary elections in England last fall, 29,955,000 
were on the electoral rolls. ‘The total vote was 21,- 
212,000, or 77 per cent, although in many districts 
there was no contest. . Voters in those countries ap- 
parently take the right of franchise mych more séri- 
ously than our own people, but not more seriously 
than our own people did in the ‘70s, when 85 per 
cent of the vote Was cast in national elections. |

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MR. COOLIDGE AS AN ECONOMIST. 
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What Japan Really Wants

which Japan is following, fairness should 
compel recognition that the dream which 
animates the Japanese is the same dream 
that has possessed the Anglo-Saxon nations 
—-domination over a major geographical 
grea. .Just as the United States conceives 
itself as the unchallenged leader of the 
Americas, and as England is ynhappy when 
she is not playing the leading role in Eu- 
rope, so Japan believes that fate has marked 
her for first place in the mighty future 
that is opening before Asia. 

She has a keen sense of her lack of re- 
sources for such a part, but sho can sc¢e 
no reason why, if an island kingdom no 
larger than Britain can build history's 
mightiest empire and make her word re- 
ceived with respect in every court of Eu- 
rope, Nippon should not be able to accom- 
plish as much in relation to the Asiatic 
mainland. 

Latterly, also, it is only fair to acknowl- 
elige that Japan has acquired a certain 
measure of Messianic complex. Many of 
her leaders honestly conceive their nation 
today as the champion of the tinted peo- 
ples in an inevitable struggle to redress the

This factor of race championship must 
not be left out of account in any appraisal 
of Japanese policy.

Humanitarians may fee) that Japan has 
taken a peculiar method of securing lead- 
ership, either in Asia or as champion of 
the non§white peoples. Her high-handed 
course, they will point out, has earned her 
the suspicion of Siberia and India, the 
hatred of China and the bitterness of the 
Koreans. Neither do the Filipinos nor the 
Malays'trust her. How much leadership 
can a nation exercise under such cifcum- 
stances? 2 

The answer of the ruling caste in Japan 
is‘ that leadership is generally enforced 
rather than entrusted; that nations and 
races, like smaller communities, are di- 
vided into. lions and sheep, and that rule 
is reserved for the lions. The methods by

which the British Empire established its 
power were not, in many cases, distin- 
guished for sweet réasonableness. No more 
were the methods of the United States in 
the Caribbean. Even Lenin perceived that 
power is a prerogative of dictatorship. 

This is the bagis on which most Japanese 
conceive the policy of their nation toward 
China justified. Japan has no enmity 
against China, That, I think, any dispas- 
sionate observer will Goncede. But she sees 
in China a sprawling, helpless child-nation, 
her own worst enemy, and, because of her 
helplessness, a censtant temptation to the 
cupidity of the rest of the world.

What China needs, as Japan seés the 
case, is discipline—someone to come in 
and whip her into shape. Because of the 
size of the prob . this may involve a 
‘measure of practicd! subjugation extending 
over years, Or even genérations. But this 
is all, in the long fun, for China's own 
good. It keeps the ddnger of further 
Western penetration of the East at bay. It 
delivers China from further despoliation at 
the hands of her own military freebooters, 
And it will so organize China's potentiali- 
ties that, when the period of tutelage is 
an end, China will take her place ly 
and without dispute among the world Pow- 
ers. In the~meanwhilé, is not the tutor 
worthy of his hire? 

Now that, roughly speaking, ig the most 
common attitude of Japanese toward China, 
and it should not bé difficult for Americans, 
who have formed the habit of acting a 
similar tutorial role toward Nicaragua, 
Haiti, Cuba or Mexico, to comprehend. The 
Japanese, it is true, becéme cérsiderably 
exasperated when Ching fails to regpond 
to what they regard as thé fyndamental 
good will of Japanese pelicy. 

But almost any outsider who tries to do 
business with China in thesé days is likely 
to grow exasperated before the attempt is 
finished. I remembér hearing a distin- 
guishéd American, on his return from rep- 
resenting his nation at an international con- 
ference in Peking (as it then was). close 
his friendly comménts on Chifta by saying, 
“Of course, no American can be over there 
long without itching to take 40,000 marines 
in and set the country in order.” | 

Well, that is much the attitude of Japan, 
given added point in her case by the fact 
that the progressive disintegration of China 
constitutes a nuisance on her own doorstep.
